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REPORT. 


TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please your Gracious Majesty, 


1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Forty-sixth Annual Report. 


2. Since our last Report twenty-eight meetings have been held. We have made 
424 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides providing 
for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our control. 


3. Of the amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year, a sum of £11 35. 7d. 
only is chargeable upon the Vote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided for out 
of the various charity funds. 


4. The Vote for irrecoverable law costs (£25) having on more than one occasion been 
found inadequate, and a supplementary Vote having been required, the Treasury have 
this year raised the estimate for costs to £100 to avoid the necessity for supplementary 
estimates. 

An old endowment from private sources known as the Embezzled Charity Recovery 
Fund was placed in the hands of the old Board in 1815 to assist them in recovering 
embezzled Charities. The present amount of this fund is £1,397 13s; By Treasury letter 
of 2nd December, 1890, the dividends on it, which were formerly paid over to the 
Treasury, are retained by the Board, and by it appropriated in aid of the Vote.

(Ireland), 1S67,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

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11. In the charity under the will of Mr. Daniel Cullimore an order has been made 
by the Court of Chancery for the transfer to us of a sum of about £8,000, with 
considerable accumulations of interest. The object of the bequest is for the most part 
the supplying of coals to the poor of the parish of Taghmon, in the County of Wexford, 
and the scheme provides for the establishment of a local committee to administer the 
charity under our supervision. 


12. In several other cases the Court of Chancery has transferred to our guardianship 
funds intended for charitable purposes. Thus, in the bequest of Mr. William Burke for 
certain institutions in the county and city of Dublin, we have received £3,000. 

Towards the support of an hospital and alms-house in the town of Thurles, founded 
by the will of Miss Emma Stanwix, a sum of £2,245 14*. &&, New Consols, has been 
transferred to us, and our sole duty will be to pay over the income of the fund to the 
local trustees appointed by the Court of Chancery. 

In the bequest of a Mr. J ohn Lee for the benefit of the Protestant poor of St. Mark’s 
Parish in the city of Dublin two sums of £921 17s. 7 d. for principal, and £225 17s. 2d. for 
accumulated interest, have been placed under our custody, and we are framing a 
scheme under which we hope that the fund will be administered in the most advan- 
tageous manner for the objects intended. 

The executors of Mr. J • Boland’s will have transferred to us £2,800, composed of 
Government Stock and other securities ; the object of the bequest being the supply of 
clothes and blankets for the poor of St. John’s Parish, in the City of Kilkenny, at the 
commencement of each year. 

In the case of Gilson’s School Endowment, the Educational Endowments Com- . 
missioners having empowered us to do so, we have called for a transfer of a sum of 
£26,092 4s. 8 d., stock standing to the credit of the Paymaster General in the Bank of 
England, and that sum will probably be placed to our credit within the next few' 
months. 

13. We have had trustees appointed, and have obtained an amended scheme for the 
administration of a charity known as the Gurteen Asylum, founded by the will of Mr. 
William Power, for the support of aged residents, male and female, of the parish of 
Kilsheelan in the county of Waterford. 

14. Within the very limited scope of our authority to frame schemes of cy pres 
application, we have saved the funds of some small charities from the costs which 
would have attended proceedings in the Court of Chancery for the same object. 
No expense beyond that of the publication required by law has been incurred in the 
framing of these schemes. 

15. In a charity founded by Mr. Grubb in which litigation in the Court of Chancery 
had proceeded to a certain length, we have given our sanction to a compromise proposed 
to us, which puts an end to the proceedings, and satisfactorily establishes the rights of 
the charity. 

16. We have continued to exercise strict vigilance in requiring the publication 
of charitable bequests in the localities in which they were to be applied as the 
experience of many years has proved that in their existence being fully known lies the 
main security of their being faithfully administered. 


17. Our Charity Accounts for the year 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, 
for the year ended December 31st, 1890, 


ended 31st December, 1889, were duly audited 
and declared correct by him. The Accounts 
have been prepared and submitted for audit. 


1 8. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the
